The Canal Improvement. 

The Louisville and Portland canal is a 
great source of misery to some member 
of the editorial staff of the Chicago Tri- 
bune. In thie of the. country, and in 
fact from Pitts! to New Orleans, every- 
body 1s anxious to have the canal enlarged 
‘and made adequate to the commercial re- 
quirements of the day. But this writer in 
Chicago is. entirely opposed to all such 
wishes. The name of our canal seems to 
affect him as the sight of water does a mad 
dog.

Deadheadism does not produce good 
fruit, for all the comments of the country 
press. If the country editor wants to be 
something better than a pensioner, let him 
stand up, like a man of sense and honor, 
for that which is fair and right, as a mat- 
ter of business.
